Il is often asked, what has become 
of the huge amount, of bullion that 
India has absorbed in recent, years P 
She has received on balance some 
CtoO.OOO.OOO of silver and gold in the 
last to years. Whal has become of 
it all ? Many writers in Eugland 
hold that this is a great proof of us 
wealth. It \s notso regarded in India; 
it is extremely difficult to say what, 
becomes of the money; no one oould 
give me a satisfactory answer. If is 
apparently diffused over that vast, 
population, either in the form of coin 

or ornaments; it shows little visible 

sign of existence; probably much of it 
is hoarded. There still remain 8 in 

India the feeling of mistrust, burned 
into the mind of the people through 
of pillage and anarchy. No 
property is considered by ihe ve 
quite secure unless it can be hidden. 
Banks and Bank notes are very little 
used; the rupee has to perform (In- 
ordinary exchanges of 250,000,000 
people, and evervlbing llial can be 
spared is put upon the Women in the 
shape of rings, bracelets, anklets, and 
other ornaments. Of bite years a 
considerable part of the bullion im- 
ported—fully one-third — is m gold, 
and It is said that, much of this goes 

into the native States, where the Wa 
]ahs and rich natives are fond of dis- 
play. 1 doubt whether any safe eon 
elusion can be drawn as to the wealth 
and prosperity of Ihc masses of people 
merely on account of this absorption 
of bullion ; still, if is undoubted that 
India has greatly replenished her cur 
icnev as compared with the early part 
of the century, when if was deplorably 
scanty, and when the rudest, means 
had to be adopted for the purpose of 

exchange. — The Conttniperary tUvitv).

The wells drilled on the farm 
were big "gushers", and opened up a 
new oil territory. A month after the 
Brat well was struck the farm was sold 
for 1*60,000, The Uarfley farm ad 
joining also proved to bo an oil farm. 
and was sold for #7"', 000. The school 
district of the township owned an acre 
round which, with a red school 
house, was worth 1590. The school 

house property was surrounded by the 

veils, and all indications wee 
e was the center of il rich oil 
pool. 

A prominent oil operator offered the 
school directors 150,000 for the acre. 
The otter was refused. They held oul 
for ♦100.000. The would' be pur- 
chaser raised his offer to $75,000. 
This was the highest price ever offer* 
ed for an acre of land anywhere iu 
the country If it had been accepted 
this rural district would have the 
est country schoolhouse district 

in the Union. It waa refused. Wells 

were pui down all around the acre. 
In the course of lime the school di 
lectors concluded lo lap the rich 
veins of oil that were supposed to he 
under the red schoolhouse and il 
A I. an expense of several thousand 
dollars they have OUt down a well, and 
the tract is found to he as dry as a 
bone. The schoolhouse prOM 
now rated al its old value of 5500, 
I and the officials are very sick. — Allen

MoNTAOUK Tion. 
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It is thought that are seven hun- 
dred thousand deaf mutes in the world. 
The number in Cueat Britain is twenty 
thousand, in this country thirty-five 
thousand. Their instruction involves 
peculiar difficulties, but without it 
they become a heavy public burden. 

It is only about seventy years since 
the first Institution was established 
for this purpose, and there are now 
but forty night in the United States, a 
number a'toge'.hor inadequate. With 
the present arrangements, the cost of 
c.eh pupil in two hundred dollars a 
year, us it includes the expense of 
boarding them. 

Most of this class of pesrons have 
all the organs of speech, and are mule 
because they are deaf, either never 
having learned, at have forgotten 
how, to use them in spoken language. 

But it is the minority who are born 
deaf. Of the three hundred and sixty 
four graduates of the Pennsylvania 
Institution, only one hundred and 
thirty two were so born, and of the 
six hundred and sixty one pupils in 
the similar institution in Ontario, only 
two hundred and sixty-two, the others 
having lost their hearing by fevers, 
measles and other diseases. It, seems, 
Mcntore, that the majority of the 
deaf mutes become so from preventive 
causes— preventable if medical atten- 
tion was eailier called to the ootid i- 
lion of the oar. 

Formerly deaf mutes were taught to 
Converse only by manual signs. Lat- 
terly it has beou found possible to 
leach thunj to converse by articulation. 
This is comparatively easy in the case 
of those whose deafness catne 00 after 
they bad learned to talk. In others 
it, is more difficult, but it can be done; 

and even where the ability acquired is 

not equal to the needs of general in- 
tercourse, it is to that of the home. 

In the Clinlon Street School, Phila- 
delphia, articulation alone is taught, 
and the more advanced pupils there 
compare in some branches with other 
children of the same age, whose 
senses are perfect. It is doubtless, on 
the whole, best to learn both articula- 
tion and the sign manual. 

Prof Graham Hell thinks that dcaf- 
iniiles ought not to marry, but, careful 
investigation does not confirm the 
idea on which he bases bis belief. The 
Superintendent Of the Ontario Institu- 
tion lias been unable to learn of a 
single deaf mute born of deaf mule 
parents : while, of all who have inter 
married, bo has not found one who 
has given birth to a deaf mnte child.
